NEWSPAPER TWINS. 


Two Papers Working Together in the 
Gold Standard Interest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 11.—Those who 
are watching the development of the State 
campaign are talking with much interest 
of a little episode that reveals clearly what 


it was hoped to concéal. It is well under- 
stood here that the Kansas City World 
is controlled by the samé men and is used 
for the promotion of thé same interests as 
the St. uis Republic. Until about three 
months ago the World was a strong and 
outspoken free silver organ, It got into 
financial difficulties and appealed to the free 
silver men for assistance. They were un- 
able to render it, and the gold standard 
men of St. Louis came to the rescue. Since 
then it has shifted over to the gold standard 
side, and has become a sort of organ of 
the Francis faction at this end of the State. 

A few days ago Frank Graham of ‘the 
World went to Jefferson City. From there 
he sent a dispatch to the orld, purport- 
ing to outline the condition of State poli- 
tics as seen at the Capital, and winding 
up with the statement that Judge Gantt 
was being importuned to run for Governor 
was seriously considering the matter and 
would shortly make an announcement. 

This is what the dispatch was written for 
and is what Frank Graham went to Jeffer- 
son City for. The same dispatch was 
promptly telegraphed to the St. Louls Re- 
public and printed in a Ar posi- 
tion.

Ohio platform on this question ‘takes the 
cake.’ It declares for gold, silver and 
paper money; wants each of them to be as 
sound as the Government and as untar- 
nished as ts honor. If you will look at 
the wording of this platform and the speech 
made by Mr. McKinley before the Mar- 
quette Club, at Chicago, you will find the 
wording of the platform is almost in the 
exact words of his speech. We are, there- 
forse, authorized to conclude that the Ohio 
platform was written by the Republican can- 
didate for the nomination for the presi- 
dency from that State. It is susceptible 
of all and more misleading constructions 
than have been put on the platforms of the 
two great political parties adopted at their 
last National Conventions.
